Hong Kong—W—A radio mes- 


sage saying "we are being fired 
at by Japanese warships west of 
Waichow" was received here to- 
day from the pilot of the Imperi- 
al Airways plane Delia cnroute 
to Bangkok. Siam, from Hong 
Kong with two passengers. 


Waichow island is off 
the 


South China coast near French 
Indo-China over which the Brit- 
ish plane passes on its regular 
route to Bangkok. 


The plane was not hit, it re- 


ported later, and landed safely at 
Hanoi, Indo-China. 


The incident followed a re- 


cent warning by K. Okazaki, 
Japanese consul general at Can- 
ton, against British, French or 
other foreign planes flying over 
Japanese-occupied areas to and 
from Hong Kong. Imperial Air- 
ways officials said their planes 
did not fly over any Japanese 
occupied areas.

The resolution was present- 
ed at a mass meeting at Kaukauna 
but no action was taken on it May- 
or'L. JE^M^«oa"wrote * letter to 
the commission the following day 
objecting to the resolution and stat- 
ing that it was not fair representa- 
tion of the attitude of Kaukauna 
residents. The commission has con- 
ferred with Assemblyman William 
J. Ganttcr, Kaukauna, on the mat- 
ter. 


Tne Kaukauna city council recent- 


ly gave the canal company the 
city's rights to 32 per cent of the 
flow in the Fox river and a con- 
tract for Eeneratinrf electricity for 
the city until 1963 in return for cer- 
tain lands and 100 per cent of the 
flow of the river 
farther down 


stream. Strong opposition to the 
action was evidenced and several 
mass meetings held during the fol- 
lowing days. 


.The commission said its orders 


did not specifically approve the con- 
tract with the canal company. It 
also announced that Dr. W. C. Sul- 
livan, former Kaukauna mayor and 
one of the citizens' group object- 
ing to the plan, has been advised 
by letter that the validity of the 
contract is a matter for the courts, 
and not the commission, to decide.

Precipitation Due 


Forecaster C. A. Donnel of Chi- 


cago said a vast low-pressure area 
covering the western half of the na- 
tion carried a threat of more heavy 
precipitation 
for north central 


states within 36 hours. 


"Anything can happen," said-Don- 


neL "I cannot predict accurately 
the probable amount, but precipita- 
tion is certain in the north central 
states. It probably will be rain in 
•vthe southern states, rain or snow in 
the central and snow in the north- 
ern states." 


Mariners reported 60-mile winds 


in Boston harbor. Ships cast anchor 
rather than hazard mooring at piers. 
A driving snow lashed New York 
city. In upstate New York the snow- 
fall ranged up to 18 inches. Many 
roads were blocked by 10-foot drifts. 


At least 33 deaths were attributed 


to the storm in the northern tier of 
states east of the Mississippi. Three 
others were caused by rain 
and 


wind storms in the south. Twelve 
deaths, most of them caused 
by 


over-exertion, were reported in Chi- 
cago-and.suburbs.-Five died in In- 
diana, three in Michigan, two in 
New England, four in Ohio, four 
in New York, and one in Wisconsin. 
One man died of injuries suffered 
in one of three elevated train colli- 
sions in Chicago yesterday. 


Planes Grounded

stopped entirely in many areas of 
the storm belt 


Huge snow drifts were a common

confidence is not easily or quickly 
established. 
- "I say therefore that what w« 
want to see is not only words which 
indicate a desire for peace, but be- 
fore we can enter upon the-final 
settlement we shall want to sea 
concrete evidence in a willingness, 
let us say, to enter into arrange- 
ments if not for disarmament at 
any rate for a- limitation of arma- 
ments."

moved toward major war. What is less apparent is the advance we. in 
the United States also have made toward being engulfed." 


Look back but a short period and the chance in this country, will- be 


It has moved like a slow, irresistible-current, scarcely 
perceptible day by day, but carrying us all along just 
the same. 


We have gone considerably beyond the point of 


taking measuies to strengthen our defense of the 
•western hemisphere. Diplomatic' relations between 
Washington and Berlin are all but broken—both am- 
bassadors have been recalled. Sympathies with Bri- 
tain and France have reached the point where official 
actions are following. The government is facilitating 
the 'effort of France to obtain military planes here • 
and the latest developments are being placed at her 
disposal. We are seriously considering development of 
Guam, which projects us to the other side of the Pa- 
cific. Thus we are involved in policy questions in the 
far east on the one hand and in Europe on the other. 


To see what the temper of Washington was not so. 


long ago, turn back to Roosevelt's Chautauqua speech Raymond Clapper 
in August, 1936. It received wide acclaim and obviously reflected' the 
mood of the country then. Its keynote was to keep from being entangled. 
Strict neutrality and non-involvement was the policy. Roosevelt spoke 
of "fool's gold."

"If war should break out again in another continent." he said at Chau- 


tauqua, "let us not blink the fact 
that we would find in this country 
thousands of Americans who, seek- 
ing immediate riches—fool's gold— 
would attempt to break -down or 
evade our neutrality.

Not the slightest justification ex- 


ists for the use of coercion and 
force or the weapons of inhumanity 
on the part of the German nazis, 
but there will be many here who 
will agree that the basic causes 
which have given provocation to 
nazism arc not all inaccurately stat- 
ed by the Hitler speech. 


"Mandate" Scheme 


Thus, the seizure by the allies of 


the German colonial 
possessions 


and consequent exploitation under 
the "mandate" scheme was merely 
a counterpart of the same allied 
diplomacy which levied impossible 
reparations on the weakened Ger- 
man republic after the armistice. 


When Hitler points out that the 


congested population of Germany 
needed an outlet for its exports and 
that access to raw materials was 
denied the German people, he made 
his most telling point. For he now 
blames the allied policies for the 
"autarchy" or enforced self-suffi- 
ciency policy of Germany with all 
the "collateral extremes 
derived 


from it. He says, in effect, that Ger- 
many had no choice but self-regi- 
mentation. He does not condone the 
excesses which followed. He im- 
plies that they were produced by 
the economic chaos which inflation 
of currency brought to Germany in 
the 1920's. 
The Hitler address described very 


vividly the results of a world dip- 
lomacy which cuts off producing 
nations and denies them a trade 
outlet There are in America many 
who believe in 
self-sufficiency. 


They are trying in every way to 
break down even the Hull reciproc- 
ity trade agreements which repre- 
sent only a modest attempt to build 
the total volume of world trade and 
increase the stability of world com- 
merce.

Departing from our shores. Paul Von 


Zetland, former Premier of Belgium, com- 
plimented the swarming ship' news re- 
porters on what he called the two great- 
est assets of this great land, to wit, the 
expanse of the Atlantic between us and 
Europe and the stretch of the Pacific be- 
tween us and Japan.

That conundrum can be answered in two 


words: PURSUIT and POSSESSION. Before 
marriage a man and a woman get along to- 
gether without friction because each is in 
pursuit of the other and they do and say 
only things that will be pleasing to the other.

a breath, but West preferred to lead 
the king of his partner's bid suit, 
clubs.

West did not cover the queen, but it 
was allowed to ride, and the second 
lead picked up the king. Another 
club ruff permitted declarer to lead 
a spade toward dummy. East cap- 
tured dummy's jack and returned a 
club, declarer again ruffing. A sec- 
ond spade lead disclosed that West 
was now void and that East still 
had the suit stopped, but this was 
only mildly disquieting to the de- 
clarer.

Saladin, the Saracen Hero 
II—SALADIN RISES TO POWER 
In the year 1164. Egypt was in the 


hands of the so-called "Fatimitcs." 
The Fatimites were named in hon- 
or of Fatima, daughter of Moham- 
med, 
and they claimed to be de- 


scended from her. 


Richard the Lion-Hearted 


They believed in the teachings of 


Mohammed, but their faith was not 
quite the same as that of other Mos- 
lems. They had 
held power in 


Egypt for nearly a century but had 
not taken good care of the coun- 
try. 
Their rulers could not feel 


sure of their lives. 
In fact they 


did well if they lived five years 
after taking the chief office. / 


Bitter feeling existed between the 


Fatimites and the Seljuk 
Turks. 


This led the Fatimites to join forc- 
es with the Christians of Palestine. 


The ruler of the Seljuk Turks 


sent an army into Egypt, and step 
by step it won power over the coun- 
try. The leader of the army was 
named Shirkuh, and one of his 
young officers was his nephew Sal- 
adin. 


Shirkuh became 
governor of 


Egypt but lived only two years af- 
ter taking the post. His place was 
given to Saladin. 


Saladin fell heir to a great store 


of wealth in Egypt and to one of 
the finest palaces of the time* He 
did not, however, care much about 
riches. He gave away some of the 
money, and used most of the rest 
of it for public works. He -would 
not even live in the palace — he 
turned it over to his oficers. He, 
himself, lived in a small house in 
Cairo, and worked long and hard 
to find ways to make Egypt a bet- 
ter country to live in. 


Ten years after Saladin reached 


Egypt, the 
Turkish sultan 
died. 


Saladin quickly 
left for 
Syria, 


where a revolt had broken out. The 
rebels hailed Saladin as their lead- 
er, and he soon won complete pow- 
er over the Saracen empire. 


When Saladin was 50 years old.

"Well, so long, boys," he 
called and was off into the forest.

ment are only 10 centimeters long, 
as compared with the minimum of 
about one meter in use by commer- 
cial air lines. The minuteness of the 
waves, the Stanford announcement 
said, made it possible to concen- 
trate and reflect them like the 
beams of a searchlight.

The council said the improve- 


ment was general in every classi- 
fication of accidents except the do- 
mestic one. For the first time in 
10 years, accidental deaths in the 
home exceeded the number of traf- 
fic fatalities.

further that 700,000 fewer persons 
were disabled by injuries in 1938 
than in 1937. and that the economic 
loss from accidental deaths and in- 
juries was cut by $400.000,000. Last

9.200,000. and the economic loss 
was $3,200.000.000.
